The resident, who had an apart- 
mentat 1 Roanoke Court, Building 


Í #7, moved out minutes before the 


final eviction occurred a few weeks 
ago. 

New Executive director Harold 
Lucas said that this “harboring” 
eviction is a Newark Housing Au- 
thority first and it will send the 
proper signal to tenants that the 
NHA will not tolerate drug sales or 
use of any kind at the complexes. 

According to Hyatt Court Man- 
ager Stephen P. Teemer, undercover 


narcotics agents had made two sepa- 
rate purchases of drugs from the 
apartment during 1991. The resi- 
dent and her son were finally ar- 
rested for selling drugs on Septem- 
ber 23, 1991. 

“This case is extremely signifi- 
cant because many tenants feel that 
as long as they’re not the ones sell- 
ing drugsin the apartment, it’s okay. 
this eviction makes it clear that if 

you're harboring someone who’s 
selling drugs — we have grounds 
for eviction,” Teemer said.

Yes, we as journalists are news gathers, seeking for one upmanship 
through the written word, But, if Arthur Ashe did not want to make his 
secret known, then as a matter of courtesy and respect, he should not 


See, we all understand that the newspaper business is all about 
selling newspapers. But, the line must be drawn somewhere. Yes, 
Arthur Ashe having AIDS is news, and it will probably be the biggest 
story in that reporter's career. But, where does a person in the public 
eye get to have a private life? Yes, there is information about people in 
the public eye that is suitable for the public. But this situation is push- 
ing it. The ethics employed are questionable and we wonder what type 
of standard does this set for the future of journalism. 

Restraint and decency seem as if they're being kicked to the curb 
and reporters jockey for the most sensationalist story in the battle for 
the newsstand. Something does not seem right. 

Arthur Ashe has done more to help people than to harm them 
throughout his life. Even his reasoning for not telling anyone — spar- 
ing his family pain — is unselfish. We can't even imagine how he has 
been living with this terrible nightmare by himself. 

It's time that the media learned something about integrity. They 
teach it in college but not in practice. But, journalists must get back to 
it before it becomes a part of college folklore.

Health care must not be neglected

There continues to be a severe 
health care crisis in the African 
American community. The nega- 
tive effects of a large percentage 
of our people living in poverty 
with little or no access to decent 
health care, and the escalation in 
medical costs which has virtually 
caused health premiums to spiral 
out of the affordable reach of the 
middle class, all highlight the 
problem. 

The genocidal effects of the 
AIDS epidemic that daily claims 
and brings forth more victims, as 
well as increased deaths resulting 
from cancer (especially lung can- 


have been especially brutal. Prac- 
tically every medical report is- 
sued cites statistics which show 
our mortality rates four to five 
times higher than that of whites, 
The reports generally note, that it 
is a lack of exposure to preventa- 
tive health care which makes our 
Stats so high. 

There are thousands of people 
who have been infected by the 
HIV virus, who still don't know it. 
Everyone was shocked when 
Earvin (Magic) Johnson an- 
nounced that he had contracted 
the HIV virus through his many 
heterosexual encounters. As a re- 
sult of his infection, he made the 
decision to retire from basketball, 
thereby, putting an end to his il- 
lustrious career. Magic Johnson 
summed up the feelings which 
most people have when а с. 


— that he never thought that it 
could happen to him. But it did, 
and it is happening over and over 
again in our community. 

The revelation by tennis great, 
Arthur Ashe, that he has had 
AIDS since 1988, has set off an- 
other shock wave. In his an- 
nouncement, Arthur Ashe stated 
that he was infected by a blood 
transfusion during open heart 
surgery which he had in 1983. 
Arthur Ashe, not only excelled on 
the courts, but has demonstrated 
excellence in every project he has 
been involved in. He is one of the 
few African American athletes, 
who dared to openly speak out 
against racism and discrimina- 
tion, and he took a very active 
tole іп the anti-apartheid struggle. 
His'efforts to bring more African 
‘Ainéricans into ће ‘sport of tén- 
nis, is a testament to his unselfish 
and commitment to equal oppor- 
tunity. 

To have two high profile 
heros in our community in a short 
span of time, announce that they 
have been infected by the HIV 
virus, will undoubtedly increase 
the awareness about this dreaded 
disease among young and old.

They see a fireman with an oxygen 
mask and think he’s a monster,” 
said Ronald Ballew of the Newark 
Fire Department and coordinator 
for the Fire Safety program.

chusettsthe shoe capital of the world. 
Before Matzeliger, hundreds of 
inventors had labored and thousands 
of dollars had been spentin an effort 
to make a complete shoe by ma- 
chinery. Inventors such as Thomp- 
son, McKay and Copeland had de- 
veloped crude shoe making ma- 
chines but the final problem of shap- 
ing the upper leather over the last 
and attaching this leather to the 
bottom of the shoe stymied them. 
The “hand-lasters,” as they were 
called, performed this crucial and 
final step. They were the aristocrats 
of the shoe industry and, in effect, 
had control of the shoe manufactur- 
ing industry. They were highly paid 
and temperamental, but no matter 
how fast the other portions of the 


patiently, with no encouragement. 
Indeed, when the news of his tink- 
ering finally reached the public, 
there were jeers of derision. 
Matzeliger only smiled and contin- 
ued working. 

Meanwhile, after being denied. 
membership in several churches, 
he finally joineda young adult group 
which made his days less lonely. 
Little did he hear of his Dutch fa- 
ther or Surinamese mother in his 
native Dutch Guiana. There is no 
record of his courting or marrying. 
Yet when he was working on his 
invention, acquaintances and 
friends would drop in to chat and 
perhaps smile condescendingly. 

Finally in 1882, Matzeliger felt 
he had perfected his machine to 
i il When 


shoe were they could 
turnoutonly forty to fifty pairseach 
per day. 

Matzeliger heard of the prob- 
lem. Already extremely competent 
with mechanical things, sucha chal- 
lenge suited him perfectly. As he 
worked in shoe factories around 
Lynn and Boston, he head it said 
many times that it was impossible to 
last shoes by machine; the job sim- 
ply could not be done. In secret he 
started experimenting, first with a 
crude wooden machine, then with a 
model made out of scrap iron. For 
ten years he worked, steadily and 


he applied for a patent and sent his 
diagrams to Washington, patent re- 
viewers could not even understand 
them. They were so complicated 
that a man was dispatched from 
Washington to Lynn, Massachu- 
setts to see the model itself. On 
March 20, 1883, patent number 
274,207 was granted to Jan E. 
Matzeliger. Six years later, he died 
of tuberculosis.
